was hanged In the county Jail hero 
Friday for the murder of hia wife on 
Sunday, September 4,1904, McCue was 
pronounced dead eight minutes after 
the trap had been sprung.

Cue's three spiritual advisers gave out 
the following statement: 
"J. Sam- 


uel McCue stated this morning in our 
presence and requested us to make pub- 
lic that he did not wish to leave this 
world with suspicion resting on any 
human being other than himself; that 
he alone was responsible for the deed, 
impelled to it by an evil power beyond 
his control, and that he recognized 
hip nentonce aa just."
